Ma J. Gen. Harry A. Smith of 
Omaha, in command of the Seventh 
Corps area, 
eras 
the 
principal 
speaker at the annual banquet of 
the Lancaster County Reserve Offi­ 
cers association held at the Lincoln 
hotel Wednesday evening 
He spoke 
upon the subject, "Napoleon's Mar­ 
sala." 
General Smith presented a brief 
biography and criticism of each of 
the twenty-six men who were ele­ 
vated to the rank of marshal bv the 
great French military genius. 
A 
portrait of these officers was pro­ 
jected upon a screen during the lec­ 
ture. 
Each of the marshals was chosen 
because he possessed wane peculiar 
ability, the general said, and few' of 
them were well-balanced leaders 
Some were famous cavalry com­ 
manders or artillerymen or strate­ 
gists or were noted for their clever­ 
ness in maneuvering advance or 
rear guards. 
Eighteen of the marshals were 
appointed at Cato time, in 1804. Gen­ 
eral Smith explained, and the re­ 
maining eight at various times dur­ 
ing the succeeding years of Napo­ 
leon s power.
